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Introduction 


At  one  of  our  Crosby  reunions,  it  fell  to  me  to  look  up  some  of 
the  Crosby  genealogy,  particularly  the  descendants  of  Robert  and 
Abigail  Crosby,  of  Winslow  and  Albion,  Maine.  The  work  has 
proved  so  interesting  and  fascinating  that  I  have  been  able  to  ac¬ 
complish  more  than  at  first  seemed  possible. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor,  not  only  to  procure  data  for  this  par¬ 
ticular  branch  of  my  husband’s  family,  but  also  to  connect  this 
branch  with  others. 

Since  my  work  has  been  done  largely  through  correspondence, 
and  in  many  cases,  being  at  a  loss  to  know  to  whom  to  write  for 
necessary  information,  I  am  not  able  to  go  into  details  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  I  should,  were  I  in  a  position  to  acquire  other  needed  data; 
however,  it  is  my  earnest  wish  that  in  the  near  future  someone 
far  more  competent  than  myself  will  carry  on  to  completion  this 
which  I  have  but  briefly  mapped  out  in  an  unskilled  manner. 

To  unite  the  past  with  the  present  and  to  chronicle  a  few  of  the 
many  incidents,  concerning  the  Crosby  ancestry,  which  are  fast 
fading  into  oblivion,  is  the  object  toward  which  I  have  been  striv¬ 
ing,  for,  as  one  writer  has  so  pertinently  said,  “Time’s  busy  pencil 
has  been  obliterating  the  past  in  painting  in  the  present.” 

To  all  of  those' who  have  so  willingly  aided  me  in  procuring  the 
necessary  information  for  this  book,  I  extend  most  grateful 
thanks.

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CROSBYS  IN  GENERAL 

Genealogists  report  that  the  first  mention  made  of  the  family 
name  of  CROSBY  is  in  the  sixth  year  of  King  John’s  reign,  in 
1204.  From  1204  to  1466,  records  are  found  of  Crosbys  (with 
names  spelled  in  various  ways)  holding  official  positions  appointed 
by  the  king. 

John  Crosby,  who  later  became  Sir  John  Crosby,  was  a  wealthy 
London  merchant,  who  at  different  times  held  positions  including 
sheriff,  alderman,  and  member  of  parliament.  His  wife,  Agnes, 
died  in  the  year  1466,  and  he  died  nine  years  later,  in  1475. 

In  1466,  during  Edward  Vi’s  reign,  Sir  John  Crosby  erected  the 
splendid  Crosby  Hall,  on  the  east  side  of  Bishopgate  Street,  in 
London.  Crosby  Hall  in  London  has  been  well  known  for  several 
centuries;  it  is  mentioned  in  Shakespeare,  in  “Richard  III”  and 
was  occupied  at  one  time  by  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  (who  later 
became  Richard  III) ;  afterward  Crosby  Hall  became  the  property 
of  John  Moore,  and  it  was  there  that  “UTOPIA”  was  written  by 
him.  In  “Two  Crosby  Families,”  by  Simon  Percy  Crosby,  there  is 
given  a  splendid  history  and  description  of  Crosby  Hall. 

The  name  Crosby  is /supposed  to  signify,  “The  Town  of  the 
Cross.”  There  are  ten  places  in  Great  Britain,  by  the  name  of 
Crosby,  as  follows:  '  . 

1.  CROSBY  in  Lincolnshire. 

2.  CROSBY  GARRET  (also  Gerard)  in  Westmoreland. 

3.  CROSBY  RAVENSWORTH  in  Westmoreland,  six 
miles  west  of  CROSBY  GARRET. 

4.  CROSBY  (perhaps  Crosby  Cannonby)  in  Cumberland. 

5.  CROSBY  on  the  sea  coast,  also  in  Cumberland. 

6.  GREAT  CROSBY  (also  called  Crosby  Magna),  a  few 
miles  north  of  Liverpool,  in  Lancashire. 

7.  LITTLE  CROSBY  (also  called  Crosby  Parva)  in  Lan¬ 
cashire.  -  - 

8.  CROSBY  in  Yorkshire. 

9.  CROSBY  situated  in  the  center  of  the  Isle  of  Man. 

10.  CROSBY  in  Ayrshire,  Scotland. 


It  is  thought  that  the  ten  Crosbys,  as  given  above,  were  of 
Danish  origin;  it  was  a  very  natural  name  to  give,  for  the  North¬ 
men  practiced  the  custom  of  erecting  a  cross  wherever  and  when¬ 
ever  a  settlement  was  made. 

Many  have  considered  the  New  England  Crosbys  as  being 
mainly  of  the  LANCASHIRE  branch  but  through  the  efforts  of 
Eleanor  Davis  Crosby,  we  are  able  now  to  trace  the  ancestry 
directly  back  to  JOHN  CROSBY,  of  the  YORKSHIRE  branch. 

The  Genealogical  and  Family  History  of  Maine,  speaks  of  the 
Crosbys  as  follows : 

“Several  settlers  named  CROSBY  came  to  New  England  early 
enough  to  be  classed  among  the  pioneers. 

“From  them  sprang  a  hardy  race  of  frontiersmen,  who  were 
industrious  workers  in  peace  and  hard  fighters  in  the  wars  with 
the  French  and  Indians.” 

Still  later  generations  of  Crosbys  have  won  honorable  mention 
as  business  men,  college  professors  and  professional  men. 

The  distinguished  English  families  who  settled  in  New  England 
are  numerous.  Among  them  we  find  those  bearing  the  name  of 
CROSBY,  who  were  literary  men,  college  graduates,  and  men 
distinguished  in  many  professions.

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Many  others  are  doubtless  worthy  of  mention  if  space  would 
permit,  but  I  will  mention  one  more  and  that  is  William  G.  Crosby, 
of  Belfast,  Maine,  who  had  the  honor  of  being  Governor  of  Maine 

1853. 

The  habits  and  characteristics  of  the  Crosbys  from  generation 
to  generation  are  much  alike.  They  are  lovers  of  art  and  believe 
in  liberal  education;  they  study  and  enjoy  the  best  literature,  both 
ancient  and  modern ;  they  spend  freely  and  all  calls  of  charity  find 
a  ready  response;  they  abominate  debt;  they  have  very  little  in¬ 
terest  in  military  life  or  in  politics;  they  have  a  strong  love  for 
their  homes  and  families,  are  liberal  in  religion,  and  are  honest, 
law  abiding,  patriotic  citizens. 

Simon®,  the  Emigrant,  had  three  sons;  from  the  first  son, 

1.  Thomas7  (afterward  the  Rev.  Thomas)  is  descended  the  Ver¬ 

mont  branch.  This  genealogy  was  published  in  1906,  as 
written  by  Mrs.  Fannie  (Crosby)  Rice,  of  Brattleboro, 
Vermont. 

2.  Simon7  (the  second  son  of  SIMON6)  was  the  father  of  Joseph 

Crosby,  progenitor  of  the  Robert  Crosby,  or  Winslow  and 
Albion,  Maine,  branch,  which  this  book  tries  to  repre¬ 
sent. 

3.  Joseph7,  born  February  1638-9  at  Cambridge  Mass.  Married 

Sarah  Brackett  (See  page  11). 

The  Dexter  branch  of  Crosbys  are  also  descended  from  this 
same  Simon7,  through  his  sixth  child,  Nathan8  Crosby.  This  also, 
is  in  book  form  published  in  1912,  as  compiled  by  Simon  Percy 
Crosby,  Esq.  of  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

The  Billerica  branch  are  likewise  descended  from  this  same 
Simon7,  through  his  seventh  child,  Josiah8.  Judge  Nathan  Crosby 
of  Lowell,  Mass.,  has  furnished  a  most  comprehensive  genealogy 
of  this  branch  in  his  book,  “A  Crosby  Family,”  published  in  1877. 

For  all  Crosby  genealogy  previous  to  SIMON  and  ANN  CROS¬ 
BY,  for  their  history,  and  that  for  several  generations  following, 
the  book,  “Simon  Crosby  the  Emigrant,”  of  Eleanor  Davis  Cros¬ 
by’s,  published  in  1914,  furnishes  a  fund  of  information.  It  is  a 
book  that  should  be  in  possession  of  every  Crosby  family.

*  Chapter  II 


PLYMOUTH  LAND  GRANTS 

On  January  13,  1629,  a  grant  was  made  by  the  Plymouth  Colony 
of  what  has  since  been  known  as  the  Kennebec  or  Plymouth  Pa¬ 
tent.  This  Patent  covered  about  1,500,000  acres,  fifteen  miles 
wide,  on  either  side  of  the  Kennebec  river. 

From  1661  to  1749  the  title  to  the  lands  on  the  Kennebec  lay 
dormant  and  no  special  effort  was  made  to  establish  settlements 
on  the  land. 

In  1761  a  survey  was  made  and  lots  laid  out  on  either  side  of  the 
Kennebec  Valley,  on  both  sides  of  the  river  from  Chelsea  (Chelsea 
was  incorporated  August  17,  1850,  from  the  southern  portion  of 
the  old  town  of  Hallowed)  to  Vassalboro,  inclusive. 

Two  lots  aggregating  250  acres  were  offered  to  each  settler 
upon  certain  conditions;  namely,  the  grantee  was  required  to 
build  a  house  of  certain  size  (usually  20x20  feet),  and  to  reduce 
to  cultivation  five  acres  of  land  in  his  possession,  within  three 
years;  also  to  occupy  it  himself  or  by  his  heirs  or  assigns  seven 
years,  besides  the  three  years  first  mentioned.  Each  grantee  was 
also  bound  to  labor  two  days  yearly,  for  ten  years,  on  the  high¬ 
ways,  and  two  days  every  year  on  the  minister’s 'lot  or  upon  the 
House  ©f  Worship.  ' 

In  1766  the  Plymouth  Company  issued  a  land  grant  to  several 
parties  on  various  conditions,  the  most  important  being  that  the 
grantee  must  have  fifty  settlers  on  the  land  within  four  years 
time. 

Maine  Plantations  and  Townships  in  which  Crosby s  settled 

The  “North  and  South  Virginia  Company”  was  formed  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  1606  for  the  purpose  of  colonization ;  afterward  the  terri¬ 
tory  covered  by  that  patent  was  divided,  the  London  members 
taking  the  southern  porotion,  and  the  south  of  England  members 
taking  the  northern  portion  under  the  name  of  the  Plymouth  Com¬ 
pany..  In  1629,  the  Ply  mouth.  Company  granted  ^tq  the  'New  Ply- 
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mouth  colony  of  Massachusetts  a  tract  of  land  fifteen  miles  wide 
om  each  side  of  the  Kennebec. 

It  is  on  these  tracts  of  land  under  the  Plymouth  Patent,  that  we 
find  the  Crosbys  settled  when  they  moved  from  Massachusetts  to 
Maine  (although  at  the  time  they  settled  there,  Maine  was  a 
province  of  Massachusetts — until  1820). 

The  characteristics  of  the  Puritans  were  largely  retained  by  the 
early  settlers  of  Maine ;  their  simplicity,  piety,  and  love  of  equality 
had  a  marked  influence  in  their  early  history. 

The  New  England  colonies  were  far  ahead  of  all  the  other 
colonies  in  regard  to  education,  for  immediately  upon  their  settle¬ 
ment  a  local  school  was  established. 

Under  an  act  passed  in  1753,  there  was  formed  a  new  corpor¬ 
ation  called  ‘‘The  Proprietors  of  Kennebec  Purchase  from  the  late 
Colony  of  New  Plymouth,”  usually  called  the  “Plymouth  Com¬ 
pany.”  For  the  security  of  the  settlers,  three  forts  were  built  in 
1754,  by  the  Plymouth  Company.  Fort  Western  at  Cushnoc  (Au¬ 
gusta),  Fort  Shirley  in  the  plantation  of  Frankfort,  (now  Dres¬ 
den),  and  Fort  Halifax  at  Winslow  built  by  the  government  of 
Massachusetts. 

In  looking  up  the  settlements  and  townships  along  the  Kenne¬ 
bec,  and  trying  to  trace  the  several  Crosby  families,  settled  there¬ 
about,  we  find  mention  of  WINSLOW  (which  included  the  present 
Waterville),  incorporated  in  1771 ;  it  had  been  called  the  plantation 
of  Kingfield  previous  to  the  incorporation.  (It  also  included  West 
Waterville,  now  Oakland).  It  was  a  part  of  the  Plymouth  Patent 
and  the  28th  corporate  town  in  the  State. 

VASSALBOROUGH  was  also  incorporated  on  April  26,  1771, 
and  at  that  time  included  the  present  town  of  SIDNEY.  Settle¬ 
ments  were  made  there  about  the  year  1760,  and  it  is  said  that  in 
the  year  1768  there  were  only  ten  families  in  the  town;  on  Jan.  30, 
1792,  VASSALBOROUGH  was  divided,  and  a  part  of  it  incorpor¬ 
ated  as  the  town  of  SIDNEY,  (76th  town). 

STARKS  was  incorporated  February  27,  1795,  (100th  town) ; 
it  had  formerly  been  known  as  “Lower  Sandy  River”  Plantation. 
James  Waugh  who  had  lived  at  CLINTON  several  years,  hearing 
of  the  liberal  offers  made  by  the  Plymouth  Company  for  new 
settlers,  left  CLINTON  and  traveled  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  .the 
Sandy  River,  where  he  became  the  first  settler  in  that  region.  He 
afterwards  induced  several  others  from  CLINTON  to  locate  in 
that  vicinity,  and  it  was  in  177S  that  Robert  Crosby  moved  to 
Sandy  River  and  settled  next  to  James  Waugh’s  place  on  the  same 
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CLINTON  (101st  town)  was  the  plantation  of  Hancock,  incor¬ 
porated  on  Feb.  28, 1795,  the  same  date  as  STARKS  (100th  town) 
and  formerly  called  “Lower  Sandy  River”  Plantation. 

ALBION  (152nd  town)  was  incorporated  on  the  9th  of  March, 
1804;  It  was  called  FREETOWN  when  a  plantation  and  in  1790 
had  only  six  families.  As  a  town  it  was  originally  called  FAIR¬ 
FAX,  afterwards  named  LYGONIA,  but  finally  adopted  its  pres¬ 
ent  name  of  ALBION  in  1824. 

UNITY  (153rd  town)  began  its  settlement  about  1782,  and  as 
a  plantation  was  called  Twenty-five  Mile  Pond,  but  on  June  22, 
1804,  it  was  incorporated  as  a  town  under  the  name  of  UNITY. 

BENTON,  was  at  first  a  part  of  CLINTON,  and  was  incor¬ 
porated  in  1842  as  SEBASTICOOK.  The  name  was  changed  to 
BENTON  in  1850.  The  first  settlement  was  about  1775. 

All  of  the  above  towns  with  the  exception  of  ALBION,  VAS- 
SALBOROUGH,  and  FAIRFIELD,  were  under  the  PLYMOUTH 
PATENT. 

FAIRFIELD  (56th  town)  was  first  settled  in  1774,  and  was 
for  a  time  called  the  plantation  of  FAIRFIELD,  and  on  June  18, 
1788,  it  was  incorporated  as  the  town  of  FAIRFIELD. 

All  of  these  towns  seemed  to  have  splendid  mill  privileges,  and 
we  find  mention  made  again  and  again  of  the  number  of  mills  in 
these  various  places. 

In  the  early  history  of  ALBION,  mention  is  made  in  1812  of  a 
“saw-mill  owned  by  Robert  Crosby  of  Crosby  Neighborhood.” 

Again  in  1840,  we  find  mention  of  a  saw  and  grist  mill  owned 
by  Jonah  and  Otis  Crosby,  which  was  situated  in  the  south-east¬ 
ern  part  of  Benton.  Later  in  1879-1882  Crosby  was  engaged  with 
Heath  in  the  Manufacture  of  wooden  shoe  soles;  in  1872  H.  L. 
Crosby  was  a  partner  in  a  potato-planter  factory  in  Benton. 

It  would  seem  that  I  had  digressed  somewhat  in  giving  the 
above  account  of  towns,  but  in  my  search  for  places  of  birth  of 
our  various  “Crosby  Cousins,”  the  earlier  name  of  the  town  or 
plantation  would  frequently  be  given,  which  was  at  first  confusing 
to  me,  so  for  the  help  of  others  who  may  wish  to  do  further  re¬ 
search  work  along  this  line,  I  have  briefly  outlined  the  above,  hav¬ 
ing  as  my  authority,  Vol.  2,  of  WILLIAMSON’S  HISTORY  OF 
MAINE,  and  George  J.  VARNEY’S  GAZETTEER  of  the  STATE 
OF  MAINE. 


Chapter  III 


EARLY  ENGLISH  ANCESTRY 

I.  JOHN1  CROSBY,  born  about  1440.  Died  in  1502.  Little 
Is  known  of  him  except  that  he  was  a  yeoman  of  superior  posi¬ 
tion.  The  name  of  his  wife  is  unknown.  Children: 

1.  John5,  born  about  1470. 

2.  Emma5,  living  in  1502. 

3.  Agnes5,  living  in  1502. 

4.  Robert5,  born  about  1475. 

5.  Richard5,  born  about  1478. 

6.  William5,  born  about  1480. 

7.  MILES5,  born  about  1483. 

n.  MILES2  CROSBY,  born  about  1483.  Wife  unknown.  Chil¬ 
dren:  .  j. 

1.  THOMAS5,  bom  about  1510. 

2.  William5,  practically  nothing  known  of  him. 

III.  THOMAS3  CROSBY,  born  about  1510.  Married  WIDOW 
JANNET  BELL,  about  1542.  Beginning  with  THOMAS  the  de¬ 
scendants  for  several  successive  generations,  without  exception, 
named  the  eldest  son  in  each  generation  for  the  boy’s  grand¬ 
father.  THOMAS3  CROSBY  died  in  1558-9,  and  his  wife  died 
about  ten  years  later.  Children: 

1.  Miles*,  bom  about  1543. 

2.  ANTHONY4,  bom  about  1545. 

3.  Ralph*,  bom  about  1547. 

4.  Nicholas*,  born  about  1550. 

It  was  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII  that  Thomas3  Crosby  was 
born,  he  lived  through  the  reigns  of  Edward  VI  and  Mary,  also 
a  few  months  into  the  reign  of  Elizabeth. 

Many  important  religious  changes  took  place  during  his  life. 
Protestantism  was  rapidly  gaining  strength  from  1509-53.  It 
was  from  1553-58  during  the  reign  of  Mary,  who  strove  to  com¬ 
pletely  crush  the  reformed  faith,  that  over  three  hundred  died  as 
martyrs  through  persecution  because  of  their  religion,  which, 
finally,  was  triumphantly  established  in  1558,  under  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth. 
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IV.  ANTHONY4  CROSBY,  born  about  1545,  in  Holme-on- 

Spaulding-Moor,  England.  Married  about  1570,  ALISON - 

He  died  in  1599.  Their  children  born  in  Holme-on-Spaulding- 
Moor: 

1.  Ellen5,  bom  about  1571.  Married  George  Westobie,  and  had  5 
children. 

2.  THOMAS*,  born  about  1575. 

The  will  of  Anthony4  Crosby  in  its  original  form  is  still  pre¬ 
served  in  the  Probate  Registry  at  York,  England. 

Anthony4  Crosby  was  a  man  of  energy  and  acquired  consider¬ 
able  property.  He  lived  at  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  an  era 
of  progression  and  advancement  for  England.  It  was  about  this 
time  that  England  became  the  acknowledged  mistress  of  the  seas, 
and  established  her  supremacy  as  a  mercantile  nation.  This 
period  was  also  the  golden  age  of  English  literature  made  famous 
by  Shakespeare,  Spenser,  Jonson,  Bacon,  and  others.  Next  in 
order  followed  a  period  of  religious  unrest  and  dissention  among 
the  Protestants,  which  in  turn,  gave  rise  to  the  Puritan  beliefs 
and  standards  that  eventually  brought  about  the  settlement  of 
New  England,  a  generation  later,  in  which  three  Crosbys  partici¬ 
pated,  thus  bringing  the  family  to  our  attention  in  the  New  World. 

V.  THOMAS3  CROSBY,  born  about  1575,  in  Holme-on-Spauld- 
ing-Moor,  York  County,  England,  married  at  the  above  place  on 
Oct.  19,  1600,  to  JANE  SOUTHERON. 

Although  the  date  of  the  arrival  in  America  of  Thomas  and  Jane 
Crosby  is  not  known,  it  is  supposed  that  they  were  with  that  band 
of  colonists  in  charge  of  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers,  composed  of  some 
sixty  families  from  Lincolnshire  and  Yorkshire,  England,  who 
arrived  in  Boston,  December  1638. 

These  colonists  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  situated  on  the 
Merrimac  River  and  began  a  new  settlement  in  April  1639,  which 
they  named  "Rowley.” 

There  is  ample  evidence  that  Thomas5  Crosby  was  a  wealthy 
man  and  devoted  some  of  his  wealth  for  the  public  welfare,  as 
evidenced  by  his  establishing  the  first  printing-press  that  was 
brought  to  America.  He  was  about  sixty-five  years  of  age  when 
he  came  to  America  to  join  his  son  Simon",  who  had  preceded  him 
here.  It  was  a  sad  time  for  the  father  for  shortly  after  his  ar¬ 
rival,  his  son,  Simon6  was  taken  sick  and  died;  his  son’s  widow 
married  six  years  later  and  removed  to  another  town,  taking  her 
three  children  with  her.  It  was  with  his  grandson,  Anthony7,  by 
name,  that  Thomas5  spent  his  declining  years ;  he  died  at  Rowley, 
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Mass.,  and  was  buried"  on  May  6,  1661,  at  the  age  of  eighty-five 
years.  His  wife  died  about  a  year  later,  May  2,  1662,  aged 
eighty  years. 

Eleanor  Davis  Crosby,  in  her  book,  says  that  Thomas3  and  Jane 
(Southeron)  Crosby  were  the  progenitors  of  all  the  American 
Crosbys.  Their  children: 

1.  Anthony*,  born  about  1602,  died  unmarried  June  23,  1632. 

2.  Thomas*,  born  about  1604.  Thomas  Crosby  remained  at  Holme-on- 
Spaulding-Moor  until  he  died  on  Dec.  28,  1658,  although  nearly  all  of 

his  kindred  had  gone  to  America.  He  married  Prudence - ; 

they  had  three  daughters,  Jane,  Prudence,  and  Katherine,  but  as 
they  had  no  sons,  the  Crosby  name  became  extinct  in  this  branch  of 
the  family  in  England. 

3.  William*,  bom  about  1606.  Died  about  1640.  Married  Apr.  2,  1633, 
Anne  Wright.  Children:  Thomas  (died  in  infancy)  and  Anthony. 

4.  Simon*,  born  about  1608.  Simon*  preceeded  his  father  in  coming  to 
America,  thus  we  have  come  to  speak  of  him  as  SIMON  THE  EMI¬ 
GRANT. 

VI.  SIMON8  (THE  EMIGRANT)  born  1608,  was  the  fourth 
son  of  Thomas5  and  Jane  Sotheron  Crosby.  He  married  Ann  Brig¬ 
ham  of  Holme-on-Spaulding-Moor,  born  1606.  Simon  and  Ann 
with  their  eight  weeks  old  son,  Thomas7,  born  February,  1635, 
came  from  England  to  America,  embarking  April  18,  1635,  on 
the  ship  Susan  and  Ellen,  the  passage  requiring  about  ten 
weeks.  They  settled  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  where  he  became  a 
prominent  citizen,  and  influential  in  the  public  affairs,  being  select¬ 
man  in  1636  to  1638.  He  lived  at  what  is  now  known  as  Brattle 
Square,  and  died  there  September  1639.  Six  years  later  his 
widow,  Ann  Crosby,  married  Rev.  William  Thompson,  and  remov¬ 
ed  with  the  three  sons  to  Braintree.  Upon  reaching  manhood  the 
eldest  son,  Thomas7,  settled  as  minister  at  Eastham,  Mass.  Si¬ 
mon7,  the  second  son,  settled  in  Billerica,  Mass.,  while  Joseph7, 
the  youngest  son,  remained  in  Braintree ;  in  this  manner  the  three 
separate  branches  of  the  family  were  established,  which  continued 
for  several  generations  in  these  three  places.

Joseph7  Crosby,  3rd  son  of  SIMON8  and  Ann  Crosby,  was  a 

trooper  serving  under  Captain  Thomas  Prentice,  and  Quarter¬ 

master  Thomas  Swift,  during  King  Phillip’s  War,  1675-1677. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  the  town  affairs  of  Braintree,  serving  as 

selectman  in  1690;  also  was  a  representative  to  the  general 
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court  of  Massachusetts.  He  was  admitted  to  full  communion  in 
the  Braintree  church  on  June  13,  1686.  His  death  occurred 
November  26,  1695,  at  the  age  of  fifty-six  years. 


The  Bangor  branch  Crosbys  are  thought  to  be  descendants 
of  Joseph7  Crosby  and  Sarah  Brackett. 

Abner  Crosby  came  to  Bangor  with  Simon1  Crosby  in  1773  from 
Woolwich,  Maine.

SIMON7  CROSBY  (Simon8,  Thomas5,  Anthony4,  Thomas8, 
Miles2,  John1)  was  bora  August,  1637,  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  On 
July  15,  1659,  he  married  Rachel  Brackett  at  Braintree,  Mass., 
where  he  died  Jan.  22,  1725,  at  the  age  of  88  years,  thus  bringing 
to  a  close  a  long  life  of  usefulness  and  activity.  Children  (first 
one  bora  in  Braintree  and  the  others  in  Billerica,  Mass.)  were: 

1.  Rachel*,  born  August  24,  1660.  Married,  August  4,  1685,  at  Billerica, 
Mass,  to  Ephraim  Kidder.

It  was  known  as  the 
Crosby  Place.  It  was  destroyed  by  fire  November,  1877. 

JOSEPH8  CROSBY  (Simon7,  Simon®,  Thomas5,  Anthony4, 
Thomas3,  Miles2,  John1)  the  fourth  child  of  Simon  and  Rachel 
Brackett  Crosby,  born  July  5,  1669  in  Billerica,  married  May  6, 
1691,  Mary  French. 

Very  little  is  known  about  this  Joseph  Crosby,  his  death  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  about  1736.  They  had  twelve  children  all  born 
in  Billerica  :•

Chapter  V 


FOUR  GENERATIONS  OF  ROBERT  CROSBYS  AND  THEIR 

FAMILIES. 

ROBERT9  CROSBY  (Joseph8,  Simon’,  Simon8,  Thomas*,  An¬ 
thony4,  Thomas3,  Miles2,  John1)  the  eleventh  child  of  Joseph  and 
Sarah  French  Crosby,  was  born  July  20,  1711,  at  Billerica,  Mass., 
and  died  at  Townsend,  Mass.,  in  1743. 

On  February  7,  1732  he  married  Mehitable  Chandler,  at  An¬ 
dover,  Mass.  He  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  North  Town 
(Townsend)  and  it  was  there  that  they  made  their  home.  Mehit- 
able  Chandler  Crosby  was  dismissed  December  8,  1734,  from  the 
•church  in  Andover  to  that  in  Townsend.  She  was  born  in  An¬ 
dover  December  19,  1709.  Two  years  after  Robert  Crosby’s  death 
she  married  Deacon  Andrew  Spaulding  of  Westford,  Mass.  Chil¬ 
dren  of  Robert  and  Mehitable  Crosby,  born  at  Townsend  (prob¬ 
ably)  were: 

1.  ROBERT"’,  bom  about  1734.  (See  below.) 

2.  Jonah10,  baptised  at  the  Townsend  Church  October  3,  1736.  (See 
Chapter  VII.) 

3.  Phoebe10,  baptized  December  10,  1738. 

4.  Joel10,  bom  July  23,  1739  and  baptised  at  Townsend,  June  29,  1740. 
(See  Chapter  VIII.) 

6.  Josiah10,  born  about  1742.  He  lived  with  his  mother  in  Westford 
until  1750,  when  they  moved  to  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.  Later  he  moved 
to  Winslow,  Maine,  where  he  was  surety  in  settling  the  estate  of 
Zimri  Haywood  of  Fort  Halifax,  Lincoln  County,  in  1798.  Josiah's 
wife  was  Mercy -  of  Albion,  Maine. 

ROBERT10,  the  first  child  of  Robert  and  Mehitable  Chandler 
Crosby,  was  born  about  1734  in  Townsend,  Mass.  About  1745  he 
moved  to  Westford,  Mass.,  and  in  1760  to  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.,  and 
lived  on  Range  XII,  Lot  No.  3. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  committee  chosen  to  build  the  first 
meeting-house  in  New  Ipswich,  January  1762;  at  the  first  Town 
Meeting  in  that  place,  September  13,  1762,  he  was  chosen  Select¬ 
man  also  Surveyor  of  Lumber.  ■ . 
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In  1770  ROBERT10  CROSBY  moved  his  family  to  Maine,  set¬ 
tling  in  Winslow.  (See  Plymouth  Land  Grants,  Chapter  II.) 

The  first  Town  Meeting  in  Winslow  was  held  at  Fort  Halifax  on 
May  23,  1771  at  which  time  Robert10  was  elected  Warden  of  the 
town  of  Winslow ;  Peter  Crosby  was  mentioned  as  a  minor  officer ; 
Joel10  Crosby  appointed  Highway  Surveyor  and  Jonah10  Crosby  as 
Fence  Viewer. 

ROBERT10  CROSBY  was  Selectman  in  1772,  Highway  Surveyor 
in  1773,  also  was  one  of  those  who  served  on  the  Committee  of 
Safety  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  (It  is  through  him  that 
his  female  descendants  are  eligible  to  the  D.  A.  R.) 

In  1778  he  moved  to  Sandy  River  (Starks)  Maine  and  settled 
next  to  James  Waugh  on  the  same  side  of  the  river. 

His  family  became  large  and  his  descendants  are  highly  respect¬ 
ed. 

Major  Thompson  Crosby  who  served  in  the  Mexican  War  was  a 
grandson  of  ROBERT10  Crosby.

dren  (the  first  four  born  in  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.)  were:

Jonah  married  and  had  two  children:  Herbert,  who  mar¬ 
ried  a'nd  died  without  issue,  and  Ada,  who  married  Alonzo  Berry 
and  had  one  child  who  died, 

IIL  ROBERT”,  born  April  6,  1764  (third  son  of  ROBERT  and  Susan¬ 
nah  CROSBY)  died  March  23,  1832.  (See  below.)

ROBERT11,  the  third  son  of  ROBERT  and  SUSANNAH  CROS¬ 
BY,  married  his  cousin,  Abigail  Crosby  (the  tenth  child  of  Jonah 
and  Lydia  Chandler  Crosby),  who  was  born  February  8,  1770,  in 
Winslow,  Me.,  and  died  March  31,  1842. 

The  town  of  Albion  contained  but  six  families  in  1790.  The 
first  Crosby  to  settle  in  Albion  was  ROBERT11  who  lived  near  the 
foot  of  Lovejoy’s  Pond,  a  part  of  which  land  was  later  owned  by 
Ora  0.  Crosby,  the  grandson  of  ROBERT11. 

ROBERT11  built  a  saw  mill  about  1812  on  a  small  stream  in 
what  was  known  as  the  “Crosby  Neighborhood.”  He  ran  the  saw 
mill  until  his  death  on  March  23,  1832.

LUTHER  CROSBY12  (ROBERT11,  ROBERT10,  ROBERT9,  JO¬ 
SEPH8,  SIMON1,  etc.)  the  second  child  of  Robert11  and  Abigail

That 
same  year  he  moved  to  Brownville  where  he  entered  into  active 
practice  of  medicine  which  continued  for  forty  years.  Dr.  Luther 
Byron  Crosby  was  married  three  times. 

In  1857  he  married  Lois  Gubtil  Hanscom,  bom  November  14,  1834, 
Benton,  Me.  She  died  September  11,  1865,  leaving  five  children:

Edgar  H.  Crosby,  principal  of  the  Deering  High  School, 
was  struck  by  a  Maine  Central  snow  plow  at  the  Forest 
•avenue  crossing,  near  Woodfords  Station,  about  5:15  P.  M., 
Jan.  31,  1898,  and  was  instantly  killed.  On  the  day  of  his 
funeral  the  flag  on  the  tower  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Building  at 
Woodfords,  where  the  city  offices  are  located,  was  at  half 
mast,  as  were  the  flags  on  many  of  the  schoolhouses  of  the 
city.  He  left  behind  an  honorable  record,  and  his  untimely 
end  brought  to  a  close  a  life  which  was  full  of  promise.  He 
took  great  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  city  of  Deering,  Me., 
and  he  was  particularly  interested  in  the  new  high  school 
building  which  was  then  in  the  process  of  erection.  Upon  its 
completion  his  name  was  honored  by  having  the  new  audi¬ 
torium  named  “Crosby  Hall.” 

He  married  Hattie  Elnora  Carle,  born  September  2,  1864, 
in  Brownville,  who  was  a  most  devoted  wife  and  mother.

JONAH10  CROSBY,  HIS  WIFE,  LYDIA  CHANDLER  CROSBY, 

AND  THEIR  FAMILY 

JONAH10  CROSBY,  (Robert9,  Joseph8,  Simon7,  Simon9,  Thom¬ 
as5,  Anthony4,  Thomas3,  Miles2,  John1).  He  was  the  second  son 
of  Robert  and  Mehitable  Chandler  Crosby  and  was  baptised  at  the 
Townsend  Church  October  3,  1736.  He  moved  to  New  Ipswich,  N. 
H.,  remaining  there  but  a  short  time,  returning  to  Townsend,  he 
was  received  into  the  church  from  the  New  Ipswich  church. 

He  was  married  to  Lydia  Chandler  of  Westford,  Mass.,  on  De¬ 
cember  22,  1757,  in  which  town  she  was  born  December  10,  1735. 
She  died  December  13,  1814.  He  died  April  24,  1814. 

Jonah10  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars,  also 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Winslow,  Maine,  where  he  be¬ 
came  a  leading  and  influential  citizen. 

Robert10,  Jonah10,  Joel10,  and  Josiah10,  the  four  sons  of  Robert8 
and  Mehitable  Chandler  Crosby,  kept  together  in  their  places  of 
abode,  and  they  all  moved  from  Westford  to  New  Ipswich,  N.  H., 
their  names  appearing  there  on  the  tax  lists  for  1763.  They  all 
moved  to  Maine  previous  to  the  Revolution. 

Jonah10  was  a  delegate  from  Winslow,  Maine  (then  a  part  of 
Massachusetts)  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  held  in  Boston, 
Mass.,  January  9,  to  February  8,  1788.  to  determine  whether 
Massachusetts  would  ratify  the  Federal  Constitution.  Like  most 
of  the  delegates  from  Maine,  he  voted  “No."  The  total  vote  in  the 
Convention  was  187  Yeas  and  168  Nays.  They  were  undoubtedly 
prompted  to  vote  Nay  by  the  absence  of  the  Bill  of  Rights,  which, 
however,  was  made  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  1789. 

Jonah10,  Jonah11,  Ezra11,  and  Ezra12  all  died  in  1814  of  the 
“Black  Death”  so  called,  which  took  a  heavy  toll  of  lives  in  that 
vicinity. 

Jonah10  and  Lydia  Chandler  Crosby  had  fourteen  children: 

1.  Ezra",  the  first  son,  was  born  in  Winslow,  Maine,  where  he  passed 
his  life  in  farming.

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JOEL  CROSBY  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS. 

JOEL10  CROSBY,  born  July  26,  1739  in  Townsend,  Mass.,  was 
the  fourth  child  of  Robert®  and  Mehitable  Chandler  Crosby  and  a 
brother  of  Robert10,  Jonah10,  and  Josiah10  Crosby.  (See  Chapter 
V,  Page  16  ) 

Tradition  says  that  in  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  century,  Joel10 
Crosby  came  up  the  Kennebec  River  to  Fort  Halifax,  thence  up  the 
Sebasticook  to  Bog  Brook,  which  empties  from  Pattee  Pond,  in 
what  is  now  Winslow.  Along  this  brook  he  found  excellent  mill 
privileges  as  well  as  extensive  meadowland.  It  is  said  that  Eben- 
ezer  Heald  had  the  first  grant  of  land  and  built  the  first  saw  mill, 
hut  finding  it  unprofitable  sold  out  to  Joel10  Crosby.  Joel10  built 
a  two  and  a  half  story  house,  now  called  the  George  Eames  place 
in  Winslow,  Maine,  said  to  be  the  first  frame  house  north  of 
Augusta  in  1772-3.  He  brought  slaves  from  Massachusetts  who 
helped  build  the  house  and  afterwards  liberated  them.  The  brick 
for  the  house  was  all  made  and  burned  in  a  yard  on  the  farm.  The 
original  chimney  is  still  in  use  and  is  very  large.  The  house  is  in 
very  good  repair  and  most  interesting ;  the  dado  in  the  kitchen  is 
of  very  wide  boards,  even  one  board  in  places. 

After  Joel  died  this  farm  was  bought  by  Thomas  Smiley,  hus¬ 
band  of  Ruth  Wright  Crosby  and  was  owned  by  three  successive 
generations  of  Smileys. 

It  is  reported  that  Joel10  Crosby  was  in  the  French  and  Indian 
■wars  when  very  young.  With  two  others  he  was  captured  and 
taken  to  Canada.  A  friendly  Indian  bought  him  from  those  who 
planned  to  kill  him,  and  later  sold  Joel  to  a  Frenchman  who  wanted 
to  keep  him  and  make  him  his  heir,  but  Joel  refused  this  offer  and 
finally  returned  to  his  home  and  people  in  New  Ipswich,  N.  K.,  who 
Iiad  thought  he  was  dead. 

The  following  incident  was  recorded  in  the  day’s  diary  of  Joseph 
Holt,  July  20,  1758: 
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“A  terrible  day  as  ever  I  saw.  Early  in  the  morning  as  a  party 
of  ten  men  were  coming  down  from  ye  lake  (Lake  George,  N.  Y.) 

the  enemy  fired  upon  them,  killed  and  took  all  but  one . Simon 

Wheeler  and  Joel  Crosby  belonging  to  Captain  Lawrence’s  Com¬ 
pany  all  killed.”  Luckily  he  was  not  killed  but  was  taken  prisoner. 

Joel10  or  Joal  as  it  was  sometimes  spelled,  died  March  27,  1775, 
in  Winslow,  Me.,  and  was  the  first  one  buried  in  the  Old  Cemetery 
by  the  brook.  His  epitaph  composed  by  himself,  we  are  told, 
reads : 

“Weep  not  my  friends,  but  silent  be, 

I  hope  that  Christ  has  called  for  me. 

When  my  Saviour  doth  appear, 

Then  I  shall  rise  from  sleeping  here. 

Behold  the  place  where  I  now  lie, 

•  As  you  are  now,  so  once  was  I. 

As  I  am  now  you  all  must  be, 

Prepare  for  death  and  follow  me.” 

Joel’s10  will  now  in  possession  of  Lucy  T.  Hinds  of  Harpswell, 
Maine,  was  signed  “In  the  Fifthteenth  year  of  his  Magesty’s  reign, 
A.  D.  1775.”  In  this  will  he  appoints  “My  dearly  beloved  wife” 
executrix  and  gives  her  half  of  the  property  after  debts  are  paid 
and  the  four  daughters  brought  up  to  18  years  of  age.  The  other 
half  of  the  property  was  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  daugh¬ 
ters  at  the  age  of  18  or  thereabouts.
